A FTATR OROLOOINT'S INVESTIOATION INTO T
ANUIDENT BY WHICH ERVERAL MRS
FRRIAHRD,

Hanmanvno, July 8 —Governor Pattison
hine recelved from Charles A, Ashburner,
geologiat in ohnrge st Philsdelphin, & lot
ter In response to one from G, M, Willinms
from Wilkes-Barre, Mine lospector of the
Middle district, regarding the petitlon of
cortaln miners and thole wives at Nanticoke,
asntrenting the Governer 1o appoint a Com-
mission to investignlo the disastor at that
plioe.

Mr. Ashiburner says he made oareful fn-
vestigation some time ago of the eauscs
which led to the Nanticoko disaster, and
thut a report thereon will b publishied In
the annual repott of the progress of Goo.
lugleal Survey now in the hands of the
State Printer.  The following extraots fromn
hin  report, embodying the  geologlsi's
views on the subjecl, aro given:—“A re
view of afl the faots bearing upon the care
with whieh mining inthe vicinity of the
Nanticoke oave-ln hus been prosecuted by
the Susquelinnnn Cowl Co,, conglusively
proves that the aveident was uanvoidable,
and eould never have been anticipated by
any mensures which the company conld
hinve with reason adopted.  This company
lins boen untiriog in adoptiog every means
to resoue the impisoned miners, and, as
fir o8 1 am informed fifom public records
andl from my personnl knowledge of other
mining aceidents, no compuany in the sn
thrueite region has  exercised eare in pre-
venting necidonts which might involve the
lives of the miners, sod has been more
prompt and generous In all % eoits to
relleve the uofortunate, than  the Susgie.
liunnn Conl Company. 1 have msde this
statement after a thorough investigution of
the eireumstunees atbending the aceldent,
sinee in seme of the published accounts ut
the time the accident took place L was
eharged to ignorance on the part of the
management of the Campany as to the
proper support to give the rocks and the
conl enlm onthe top of the surface aver-
Ilying the conl DLed.” Mr. Asliburner de-
poribes the measures that were tnken im-
maedintely after the aceident o reliove the
imprisoned miners, and  continuing says |
—“Lam thoroughly convinced thut e
same fores which, within an hout hrongut
material from the ‘cave.in’ out to the mouti
of the tunnel opening into slope No, 2, car-
ried similar materinl within o much short.
er time to rooms south and west of the
enve-in in which the imprisoved miners
were supposed to have beon at the thime th
nodident took place, wod I believe that all
the men there entrupped were doubitloss
dend inside of an hour, Itis unnecossnry to
review in this place the facts and eivenm.
Elunees conneeted with the neeident whioh
led me to this conclusion.” In conclusion
Mr. Ashburner suys @ “1 consider it the
beight of Tolly ta suppose for s moment
that any of the imprisoned miners are now
living, ns set forth in the petition, and
aside from the very great expense which
wauld be inyolved in any effort to disinter
the bodies of the miners 1 consider thut
sieh an undertuking would be very linzar-
dous and thie lives of any relicf partivs
would e unnecessurily and unwarrantedly
imperiled,”

'fhs Ohurch Festival,

As this is the reason of year for fos-
tivals, I thought perkaps a fow words
on that ougjem. from one not on
the eommittes
1o your readers,
hie wise man says, “Lo, this only
have I found, that God hath made man
upright; but they bave sought ont
many inventions.”  The churoh festival
I presume is one of them, The con

junetion connecting the two olauses in
the sentence quoted above, seems to
my benighted mind to imply opposi-
tion of meaning. That is, that man's
inventions in  eertain  onses do not
make or keep a man upright.

That the fertival is man's invention,
I think will be voneeded,  nnless it has
n still worse otlgin,) from the fact that
wo find no warrant or mention of any
thing of the kind in the Seripture.
The Prophet Ehsha soama 1o have had
no thought of any thing of that kind,
when he came to Gilgal in time of a
dearth, avd found the sons of the
prophets in want of food. There was
n onse whore certain ladies of uneertain
age might have found most congénial
employment in getting up a festival
tor those dear self-saerificing young
men, if the prophet bad intimated
that sneh serviee wonld be acceptable

But the prophet takes a more prosaic
plan wo satisfy their immediate wanis.

“He said to his servauts set on the
groat  pot and seethe potiage for ilie
sons of the prophets.”

I do not profess to be an interpreter
of seripture narratives, but T soppese,
those song of the prophets were young
men preparing to teach in the ancient
Jewish charcl, and that Klisha was
their principal instroctor.  Had those
stndents and thewr instenctor lived in
onr day, and been in suoh reduced cir-
cumstanees, no doabt some would be
plillanthropist would have gotten up a
featival or charity ball for their benefit.

A man from Baal-shalisha followed,
what I sonceive to be the seriptural
plan amd brought them “the rirst
fruita of his barley, and gwll ears of
corn,” no nubbins, and gave the stu-
dents nfeast. e did not wait for the
meager or donbtfal proceeds of a festi-
val to supply their wants.

Again the stndents found the place
where they dwelt too strait for them.
And they proposed not o charity ball
or u festival, but that they “go to Jor-
dan, aod take thence every mau a
beat, and lov us make us a place there,
where we may dwell.,” I do not wish
it to he um{t'rnluud. that T object 1o
the choreh building houses for the ae-
commodation of theological sudents,
What I condemn is, resorting to un-
seriptural  methods for securing the
means. Lot men give as did the man
from Bonl-shalisha of the first froits of
his inerease.  The wise man says,
“IHonor the Lord with thy substance,
and the first froits of thy ioereass, so
shall thy barns be filled with plenty
and thy presses burgt  out  with
new wine”  You will hame 1o
hunt a long time before yon find any
such encourhgement for either buying
or selling 1oe eream or peanuts av 8
festival.

An argument frequently made nge
of in defence of church festivals is,
that it draws a certain amount of mon-
oy from those who otherwise would
not give any thing, This may lonk
justifiable, but 1 think we have no
warrant for such procedure,  When
Moscs wished to raise means for
the building of the Tabernacle, *he
spuke unto the children of Isracl, say-
ing, this is the thing which the Lord
commanded, take ye from among yon
an offering vnto the Lord, whosoever
is of o willing heart, let him bring i1,
an offering unto the Lord, gold, silver
ete.”

If instead of the above, wo were to
find it recorced, “And Moses spake
unto the ei ildren of Tsrael, saying pre-
pare ye now a great festival, Lot
every one bring in such things as are
fair to look upon and pleasant to the
taste : and see ye toit, that it exceeds
in abundance aud variety any thing
ovar known among the heathon that
are around abont s, And moreover
we will send oot of the fairest of our
maidens to beguile the song of the Am-
orites, and the Cananites, and the Hit-
tites Lo come and buy of onr daintios ;
a0 that we may seeure help of those
who otherwise would give nothing to-
ward the good work.”

It we were to find something like the
above, we wonld be inelined to exelaim
“why Moses thou art an old schemer "
If we think sneh work waould look a
little tricky, if it were done by Moses
or the prophets, how think you does it
look for men under the Chiristian dis-
pensation *

But we look in vain for any such
setiptare precedent. The only thing
I have been able to find in Seripture,
that called to mind the modern ohnrel
festival, is when onr Saviour found in
the wmple those that sold oxen and
sheep and doves, and the changers of
money sitting.  1f the procceds of
thnse sales were Lo be used with sorvice
of the Temple, it would look very much
like a festival,

Whatever may have been the object
if  those sales, the offonse seems to
hawe boen waking the tomple & house
of merchandise “and when he had made
w seourge of small cords, e drove
them all out of the temple, and the
sheep and the oxen; and poured out
the changer's money and overthrew
the tables ; and said upto them that
sold doves, “take these things henoe;
make not my {father's honse o house of
merchandise.”

Whether it would be the proper
thing at the present day for some good
gitizen to take a eat-o-ninetails, and
drive those specalators out of the or
away from the churoh is & question, 1
do not propose to decide; bot T suggest
those wishing to get money for benev-
olent purposes by selling cakes, candy,
peanuts or beer, that they open o con-
feationery or restaurant, take out a
licence and do & legitimate business,
and not bring reproach npon the cause
they are siming to benefit.
